The ministers 
also approved the organization of “a 
supreme commission for national de- 
fense.”’. 

The duration of the full powers 
given the premier was left to the dis- 
cretion of Signor Mussolini, who will 
present the project of extending his 
rule to parliament.

It is generally understood the dic- 
tatorship will extend for another year.

Federal narcotic inspectors co- 
operated with city police officials in 
running the “tip” to its origin, result- 
ing in Wellborn’s arrest and recovery 
of a sum of currency in large denom- 
inations. ; 

The yeggmen got away with all of 
the money which had been received at 
the box office for the matinee and 
night performances of the Forsyth 
players on the day preceding the rob- 
bery. The Forsyth company had 
moved into the Lyric theater only a 
short time before the robbery and had 
been keeping each day’s receipts, taken 
in after banking hours, in the office 
safe overnight.

Boll Weevil Remedy 
Offered by Dr. Boyd 
Said To Be Effective 


Bearing specimens of demonstra- 
tions in which the ravages of the boll 
weevil have been halted by the ap- 
plication of his discovery along with 
reguiar fertilizer, Dr. Charles Boyd, 
of Macon, was in Atlanta Tuesday for 
the purposeg@®f conferring with offi- 
cials of the cotton and fertilizer in- 
dustries. 

The method by which Dr. Boyd pro- 
poses to dispose of the pest is a com- 
pound, officially called Dr. Boyd's 
Chemical Compound, and is reported 
to be so powerful as to penetrate the 
cotton tiant from its roots with re- 
sults disastrous to boll weevil. 

Dr. Boyd displays samples of cot- 
ton plants grown with his compound 
in which few harmful effects appear 
from boll weevil ravages. These 
plants, he said, were grown,in fields 
adjoining other plants that were com- 
pletely destroyed by the insect. 

Letters from high government offi- 
cials are also held by Dr. Boyd, in 
which they state that the department 
of agriculture will be asked to investi- 
gate the effectiveness of the discovery. 

Offers have been made to Dr. Boyd 
for control ef his product, he said, 
but he has declined them until he has 
received further reports from govern: 
ment officials. Large rewards have 
been offered for a discovery that will 
prove entirely effective in stamping 
out the boll weevil and Dr. Boyd says 
he is convinced that he has made the 
first demonstration of the effectiv- 
ness of his work.

Win Third Round 


Renewed as suddenly as (, was end- 
ed at Boyles’ Thirty Acres, the famous 
Dempsey-Firpo fight entered its third 
round with Atlanta as the arena Tues- 
day, raged throughout the day and far 
into the night, and subsided at the 
gong for a 10-day rest when Judge G. 
H. Howard, of the Fulton superior 
court, signed a temporary restraining 
order prohibiting Mayor Walter A. 
Sims, Chiet of Police James L. Beav- 
ers, Recorder George E. Johnson, 
Sheriff James I. Lowry, Chief of 
County Police George Mathieson, afid 
all other employees and officers of the 
city of Atlanta and Fulton county 
from interfering with the showing of 
the fight picture *at the Vaudette 
theater. Showing was resumed Tues- 
day night. 

The petition for such a restraining 
order was instituted by Attornes W. 
Paul Carpenter.in behalf of R. M. 
Savini, owner of the picture rights 
for the state of Georgia, after police 
authorities had closed the showing of 
the fight picture earlier in the day. 
Action of police officials in stopping 
the show is said to have been under 
the direction and instigation of mem- 
bers of the police committee of city 
council, in accordance with a ,city 
ordinance on July 6, 1910, wherein 
moving pictures of any and all prize 
fights were barred from display in the 
city. 

The restraining order was signed 
before the regular night performance 
was scheduled to open, and Attorn 
Carpenter, Night Chief of Police EF 
L. Jett and other interested officials 
“looked in” on the object of the court 
fight as it was portrayed. 

Attorney Carpeffter stated that he 
would base his fight for a permanent 
restraining order on the grounds that 
the 1910 city ordinance prohibiting 
such pictures is obsolete in that pres- 
ent city laws permit actual fights, and 
that a moving picture of any legal 
event is legal also. 

The city ordinance prohibiting mov- 
ing pictures of prize fights followed 
the famous Jeffries-Johnson bout in 
Reno, Nevada, of July 4, 1910, and 
was introduced by Councilman T. J. 
Greer on the ground that the showing 
would stimulate race prejudice. 

Judge Howard set December 8 as 
the date upon which he will hear the 
prayers of the plaintiffs. However, 
in the meantime the. pictures will con- 
tinue, and their scheduled run will be 
completed before the date set for the 
hearing.

“The responsible heads of the domi- 
nant political party have for seme 
yeurs, pleuged thems:lves and their 
party to the soldiers’ adjusted com 
pensation act. You may say it is un- 
wise. It ig emotional.y and moraliy 
impelling and long ago it was decreed 
by those in command of the govern- 
ment to be just. It constitutes now 
in reality a promise, a solemn pledge 
and we must keep faitL. But a brief 
period ago it was insisted we should 
delay, not deny it because the money 
was not forthcoming. The passage 
of the act, you may assert to be fi- 
nancially bad, but our pretexts and 
delays, our shifting and evasions are 
morally worse, But we can reduce 
taxes and we will I hope, reduce them. 

Senator Johnson then read figures 
computed by the treasury department 
and American legion, saying: “But if 
the computations be correct we may 
da our duty by the soldiers to whom 
we were so grateful while they foughi 
and of whom some are so forgetful 
now, and still reduce taxation. 

“In round numbers 13,600,000 are 
paying taxes on incomes under $1V,- 
Three hundred and thirty thou- 
sand pay on incomes’ exceeding 
$10,000. By reducing in the manner 
that has been suggesied the taxes of 
those 13,600,000 we would reduce the 
government’s revenue $140,000,000. 
There is, according to the figures of 
the secretary of the treasury, a sur- 
plus of $300,000,000. Upon the basis 
of every computation, this surplus is 
sufficient to justify the tax reduction 
immediately to the 13,600,000 of our 
people most needing it and to pay, 
too, the installment required under the 
adjusted compensation act. Taxes 
must be reduced. We stand for tax 
reduction that is just, and we stand 
for the good faith of the American 
people,” 


Agricultural Situation. 


Senatur Johnson also discussed the 
agricultural situation, saying: “When 
agriculture languisheg the nation is 
ill, It is obvious that the farmer has 
been compelled to sell for less than 
the cost of production. Some would 
have the American taxpayer generalty 
make up to the farmer that which is 
unjustly taken from him, first by the 
railroad companies and secondly by 
the middlemen. I do not wish to em- 
bark the government vn this kind of 
enterprise. ‘The initial step is the 
relief of the farmer in iower freight 
rates. I would not be unjust to the 
transportation companies, but that 
they could reduce the rates upon 
farm products I have little doubt; 
and if the interstate commerce coin- 
mission were to function with the 
celerity and certainty we desire, rates 
more in consonance with present con- 
ditions conld be accorded.” 


Senator Johnson also urged coopera- 
tive marketing as a help to the farm- 
ers. “I woule not take the govern- 
ment either into price-fixing or into 
the grain business,” he sayi, “but I 
would have the government educate 
and aid the forming of cooperative 
associations and just exactly as the 
government has aided other : ctivittes, 
it could and would, I assume, aid in 
the same fashion the farmers in their 
cooperative equipment.’ 

Advocates Waterways. 

He advocated developuent of water- 
ways to assist ithe farmer 

In closing his address, Senator 
Johnson again reverted to the foreign 
situation. “It ig said that people ure 
more interested in matters that are 
termed democratic than they are in 
foreign affairs,” he said. “JI do not 
think them so unpatriotic and I do 
not think them so short-+ighted. We 
hear talk of ‘helping Eur-pe.’ The 
true problem is not alone of ‘helpfal- 
ness; it is that of justice. Cur farm- 
ers have suffered from  irtrigues, 
from manipulations and from failure 
of our government to secure on ve- 
half of their. cooperative societies a 
full opportunity of development aad 
advance., Having failed to do thoxse 
things, our statesmen now ir many 
cases endeavor to persuade the farm- 
er that what he needs i a league 
of nations at Geneva or a world court 
at The Hague or some other prepos- 
terous and futile method of expandi.g 
his markets, while all the time tne 
difficulty is that the profits from 
those supposed expanded markets 
would in present circumai:ances go not 
to him, but to others. 

“It is increasingly clear that a 
determined and desperate intention ex- 
ists to lead the whole American 
ple into the European mirage whose 
there will be certain profits indeed 
for the few, but disillusion and dis- 
appointment and disaster for the

Ant From Argentine 
Lauded and Belittled 
As Weevil Eradicator 


Crystal Springs, Miss.,. November 
27.—A cotton boll weevil eradicator 
has been found in the Argentine ant, 


according to Mance Dees, a planter 
residing near here, who for some time 
has been experimenting with ways and 
means of combatting the cotton pest. 
Mr. Dees planted two patches of cot- 
ton on the same farm this season, 
one of them in ground infested with 
the ants, He has brought to Crystal 
Springs and exhibited to cotton men 
a stalk from each patch. That from 
the ground infested with the ants 
contained 149 bolls of cotton matured 
to the top of the stalk, while the stalk 
from the other patch, infested with 
the weevil, contained only shriveled 
squares and small, undeveloped bolls. 


Austin, Texas, November 27.— 
Frradication of the boll weevil by 
the use of the Argentine ant as sug- 
gested by Hance ees, a Mississippi 
cotton planter, will never be accom- 
plished, according to R. E. McDonald, 
entomologist of the Texas state de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Mr. MeDonald said it was his opin- 
ion that the Argentine ant will not 
feed on the boll weevil, but even if 
it did, it is itself altogether too seri- 
ous a pest to be considered, The ant 
is by far the worst household pest, 
and it is also to be feared as an or- 
chard pest, Mr. McDonald said. 

He stated that some years ago a 
large number of Kelep ants from 
Guatemala were imported into Tex- 
as in an attempt to contro) the wee- 
vil but the attempt was a failure as 
the ants did not destroy enough wee- 
vils to be of any value.

Washington. November 27.—Only 


two concrete developments regarding 
organization of the house and senate 
came out of various conferences to- 
day at the capitol. 

Senator Cummins. of Iowa, agreed 
to leave republican leaders decision 
as to whether he shail retain both 
or either of his present places as 
president pro tem of the senate and 
chairman of the interstate commerce 
committee. ~ 

House progressives appoirted a 
committee to confer with republican 
organization leaders regarding modifi- 
cation of house rules and committee 
assignments. It was indicated, how- 
ever, that this committee would not 
take initiative in any possible nego- 
tiations. 

Decision Is Upset. 

Senator Cummins’ decision upset 
expectations of the majority leaders 
that he would voluntarily give up the 
place of president pro tem and retain 
the committee chairmanship. Some 
of the leaders, among them Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, said the 
question of selecting a candidate for 
president pro tem probably would 
not even come before the republican 
conference to be held Saturday. 

Under the resolution of the senate 
which accompanied his election, the 
Iowa senator holds the office of pres- 
ident pro tem at the pleasure of the 
senate. 

Some pariiamentarians contend 
that since the senate is a continuing 
body, re-election of the president pro 
tem is not necessary. They point to 
several percedents to support their 
argument. 

Progressives Oppose. 

Senate progressives are opposed to 
Senator Cummins holding both of his 
present places, but they huve not 
yet formally discussed among them- 
selves a possible course of action as 
a result of the decision of the Iowa 
senator. They have told him that 
they would support him for the office 
of president pro tem. This was con- 
ditioned, some of the progressives say, 
on his relinquishing his committee 
chairmanship. Whether they will 
make a fight against his reappoint- 
ment as chairman remains to be de- 
veloped. 

House and senate organization was 
discussed with President Coolidge by 
Senator Lodge early today. Inm- 
mediately upon returning to the cap- 
ito], the senator called into conference 
his chief lieutenants and Jater he and 
Senator Moses, of New Hampshire, 
conferred with Senator Cummins to 
}learn his views. 

The Iowa senator said afterwards 
that he had nothing to relinquish; 
that he was president pro tem at the 
pleasure of the senate and that it 
was for the majority to decide wheth- 
er be should continue in that office. 
His position also is that tbe commit- 
tee chairmanship likewise is a ques- 
tion for the senate. 

While the conferences were pro- 
ceeding, Senator Jones, republican, 
Washington, issued a formal state- 
ment urging the republicans to get 
together on both organization and 
legislation. Senator Jones declared 
in favor of tax reduction, the soldiers’ 
bonus, assistance for’ agriculture, the 
remedying of defects in existing trans- 
portation laws and the enactment of 
legislation to aid the American mer- 
chant marine.

As Legislature Passes Bill 


BY RALPH T. JONES. 

Late Tuesday afternoon, as dark- 
ness slowly draped its mantle of vel- 
vet charity over this great city. 
Speaker Cecil Neill called the house 
of representatives to order— 

“The house will now vote, by ayes 
and nays, on the main question, the 
passage of the bill,” he announced. 

The chosen representatives of the 
people had at last, after weeks of 
oratory, reached the point where they 
were to decide whether or not they 
would approve an income tax upon the 
people of Georgia. And, with it, a 
part of the same bill, they were to 
decide whether they approved a re 
duction in the rate of taxation upon 
real property in the state. 

The speaker called the messenger 
and doorkeepers for instructions— 

“You will call every member of the 
house in from the hallways and cor- 
ridors,” he ordered. “You will then 
see that no member leaves the hall 
until after the vote is taken.” 

“Bizzy” Moore, clerk of the house, 
begins, in clarion tone, the call of the 
roll— 

“Adair—” 

“Aye.” 

“Adams, of Franklin—” 

“Aye.” 

“Adams, of Towns—” 

“Aye,” 

“Anderson—” 

“Aye.” 

And so it proceeds. Overwhelming- 
ly favorable, but with enough “nays” 
scattered in tg leave the question in 
doubt until almost the end of the roll 
of 206 members. 

It required 138 affirmative votes 
to carry. ‘The bill is a constitutional 
amendment and under the laws of the 
state two-thirds of .the entire member- 
ship must vote “aye” if it is to pass. 

Scores of members keep careful 
check on the standing of the yote, as 
it proceeds. Like this— 

“It’s now 43 for, to 22 against. 
And two not voting. That's running 
five short of the percentage necessary 
to carry.” 

Later— 

“It’s now 96 for, to 33 against, 
with six not voting. Thats a mar- 
gin of 18 more thar tne needled two- 
thirds, so far.” 


As Kkepresertative Winship, of 
Bibb, voted “Aye,” a dozen penci's 
flew into the air, a score of hands 
waved and the whisper flew around 
the hall, “that’s enough, 138 ayes.” 
Then, just for good n.easure, three 
more votes came in and the result 
was clinched. 

Triumph for Two Men. 

Triumph for the advocates of an it.- 
‘ome tax in Georgia was, peculiarly, 


a personal triumph for two men. 
And, oddly enough, one cf the two is 
a man who fought the Jankford bill, 
the bill which passed, steadily since 
the beginning. 

He is Representative Bussey, of 
Crisp. He was the author cf another 
measure, also providing for an in- 
come tax, but different in vital re 
spects. Right to the iast witch he 
fought for his bill—and lost. And, in 
losing, he probably wen more credit 
and greater respect among his fe!- 
lows than ninety-nine out of a hun- 
dred others could win in victory. 

Mr. Bussey, like a true and honest 
gentleman, rose in his place after his 
bill had been overwheiuingly defeat- 
ed and not only cast his vote for tle 
Lankford bill’s passage, but called on 
all those who had earlier in the 
night voted for hig bill to forget their 
differences, sink factionalism, and 
vote together to give tseorgia a new 
tax law, a law which would lift some 
of the burden from ‘the overloaded 
property owners and piace it upon 
those who enjoyed large incomes but 
paid no ad valorem tax to the state. 

By his action, Mr. Bussey stamped 
himself as one of the biggest men in 
Georgia today—a man who can take 
defezt gloriously and a man who put 
the welfare of his state above his 
own opinions and desires. 

He was not, however, slone in bis 
stand. Listed on his bill, as co- 
/authors, were fourteen others. Eleven 
of them followed the Bussey example 
‘and voted for the Lankford bill. 
Seven of them made speeches calling 
for unity in the passage of this tax 
reform measure. heir names should 
go on the records forever, as gentle- 
po who exemplify the spirit of con- 
cession, the willingness fo give and 
take—to do their best for their state.

of the house to think that 192 out of 
a possible 206 were present and voted 
yesterday. Among the absentees, too, 
the vast majority were known to be 
absent only because of serious ill- 
ness.

Police Oppose. 

A thousand communists, laborers 
and wnemployed seeking to enter the 
lustgarten near ex-Kaiser Wilhelm s 
palace, where they planned a demon- 
stration, encountered stiff police re- 
sistance and were dispersed after 
Shots had been fired and several per- 
sons wounded. 

In a number of other districts po- 
lice, armed with clubs, dispersed 
crowds estimated at 500 persons each. 

Fixistence of the alleged plot was 
discovered early in the day, and ar- 
rests of unemployed followed as po- 
lice took hasty precautions against 
disturbances. 

A rumor. spread that Moscow 
agents were behind the plan to incite 
bloody clashes between gpolice and 
communists, and the reported pres- 
ence in Berlin of Karl Radek, prom- 
inent soviet leader. influenced the 
police in their measures for heavy re- 
inforcements. 

The communist meeting of protest 
had been scheduled for 2 p. m. in the 
lustearten, but at that hour the gath- 
ering failed to materialize. Later 
groups of men began assembling. An 
attempt to rush the police met with 
sharp resistance. It wag evident the 
rolice were prepared to resist ruth- 
lessly any communist flare-ups. 

Wartime Aspects. 

Either the police overestimated the 
possibilities of the threatening situa- 
tion, or wanted to make the incident 
a strong object lesson to the com- 
mrunist ranks, for after the crowd 
had been dispersed police patrols 
were thrown abont the garden and 
the zone took on a wartime aspect.

Until somebody dis- 
covers an agent which wil! hasten 
human growth or the growth of any 
part of the body, it is absurd and 
childish to imagine that there is any 
.kKnown means of “healing” or hasten- 
ing the healing of a wound or sore. 
All that even the most skillful care 
or treatment can accomplish is some- 
thing approaching the ideal let alone 
policy or, in other words, that mode 
of treatment or that remedy which 
protects the sore or wound from mis- 
chievous or harmful interference is 
the best first and last aid to heal- 
ing. 

The ideal to strive for in the care 
of the slightest abrasion or the most 
terrible wound is scientifie neglect. 
Scientific means with knowledge. It 
does take expert knowledge and such 
skill as only the trained physician 
and surgeon has tq gain the inesti- 
mable advantage of scientific neglect 
in the care or treatment of any 
wound, trifling or severe.

Sarlier in the year the board con- 
tracted for a large supply of calci- 
mm arsenate at a price of 10 cents 
per pound, by a concern known as the 
National Gold Arsenic corporation.

In my last article I said ] would 
tell you a few of my theories on how 


the American woman should go about 
emancipating herself from the edict 
of the Parisian with regard to dress.

possible. In other words, the average 
woman prefers to buy something she 
feels is popular, unbecoming. though 
it may be, than something suitable to 
her looks, but perhaps not the popular 
choice. Since she has no desire to 
study her own individualjty. naturally 
the raleswoman is not going to try to 
do it for her and, in consequence, per- 
haps, not make asale. We seem to 
have an unhappy predilection for look- 
ing just like everyone else. Weseem 
to feel better, more at ease, when we 
know that we are wearing a color we 
have been told is smart this year, or 
the exact silhouette that is said to be 
correct. 
Interest Begets Interest. 

The third reason ] feei that the 

buyer is responsible for conventions, 


and not the saleswoman, is that we 
are apt not to interest or be inter- 
ested in the people from whom we 
buy our dresses, hats, shoes ete. 
This, I think, is a mistake for both 
sides, but particulariy for ours. I 
happen to be very sensitive to person- 
alities and consequently, wherever 
I go I try to find someone who is 
sympathetic and make a_ friend of her 
—someone who will then take an in- 
terest in me and who, I feel, is my 
friend when I walk in the store. It 
may be the girl who sells me my hats 
or the girl who sells me my perfume. 


It is all the same and very important.’ 


Whoever it may he, talk to her; 
know her ani let her know vou and 
what you like—what your tastes are; 
whether you werk or keep house, ard 
what are your requirements. She 
needs only a tiny bit of encourage- 
ment from you, and the best of her 
services,’ attention .and imagination 
will be at your disposal. 

A little thing happened to me this 
year in Indianapolis that I] think 
proves this method must be a trifle 
unusual. I had been there nine weeks 
last year and during that time had 
gone a few times to a certain counter 
in a department store. A day or two 
atter my arriving in Indianapolis this 
year I went to the counter and found 
there the same girl as last. I had 
chatted with her two or three times, 
but little thought she would remember 
me. To my great pleasure, she im- 
mediately welcomed me back; said she 
was clad to see me, ard even remem- 
bered the brand of article I had pre- 
ferres! the vear before. 

In Paris the personal touch between 
seller and buyer is imperative. One 
gets very badly treated, indeed, if one 
treats the saleswoman as lay ficures 
or automatons. Here the purchaser 
is sadiy spoilt in that respect, I think.

I must confess, however, that. un- 
like her American cousin, the French 
woman only takes that fgreat interest 
after she has discovered two things: 
First. that you realize that she is a 
personnlity ; second, that vou are in- 
terested and ready to giv? time and 
thought to your appearance yourself.

low these simple directions: With a 
long, fine file shape the ends of the 
nails to amoderately pointed oval. 
Hold the finger tips for five or ten 
minutes in a bowl of warm, soapy 
water. This softens the cuticle, the 
dead skin which has grown over the 
nail can be scraped off then quite 
easily either with the pointed blade 
of the file or a cuticle knife. The 
ugly, rough edge of the cuticle can 
then be cut with Special scissors, and 
the dead skin at each side of the nail 
clipped off, 

The nails should be cleaned -under- 
neath and the edges filed smooth with 
an emery board. Oil or cold cream 
should be rubbed into the nail and 
around it and allowed to stay on some 
minutes, It should be washed off 
then and the cuticle pushed back with 
an orangewood stick. 

There are hundreds of nail polishes 
to choose from, but personally I think 
a rose-tinted paste is best. This gives 
the nails just that faint pink which is 
always becoming, and does not dry 
the cuticle at the edges as a powder 
does. The paste should be wiped off 
and the nails given a fina! polish with 
a dry buffer. 

Be sure to buy as good manicure 
scissors as you can afford. Cheap 
ones do not do their work properly. 
Good ones will be a satisfaction for 
years, The long, flexible file should 
be good quality, also. 
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Chattanooga, Tenn., November 27. 
(Svecial.)}—The Southern Tariff con- 
gress which wil] convene here Dece:a- 
ber 7 assumed national proportions to- 
day with announcement from the 
Western Tariff association, with head- 
quarters at Salt Lake City, and the 
Midwest Tariff association, now in 
process of formation, that these two 
organizations would actively partic- 
ipate in the congress here. Decision 
of these two organizations to coop- 
erate with the southern body unites 
three principal raw material produc- 
ing sections ofthe nation into an or- 
ganized unit which is expected to 
prove a powerful combination of in- 
dustrial strength in -ecuring and 
maintaining tariff rates suited to the 
needs of productive industry. 

These coordinated interests will 
fight to retain the vegetable oil sched- 
ule of present tariff laws. Telegrams 
received at headquarters of the South- 
ern congress today said that W. F. 
McClure, head of the recently-organ- 
ized Western Tariff association, , and 
W. 8S. Weston, of Omaha, chairman of 
the Midest Tariff association, now 
forming, would be in Chattanooga, 
December 7, to attend the tariff con- 
gress to aid in the formation of a 
program of action that will unite and 
cement producing interests of the na- 
tion. 

The three tariff organizations rep- 
resent more than 35 producing states 
of the nation. Bankers of the south 
are conscious of the fact that reopen- 
ing of the vegetable oil schedule py 
tariff commission is a serious menace 
to farming interests of the south and 
have joined in aid of the fight -he 
congress is making for southern pro- 
ducers by sending checks to congress 
headquarters to aid the campaign 
against the tariff reduction. C. C. 
Nottingham, of the First National 
Bank Of Chattanooga, is treasurer for 
the congress. Banking associations 
all over the south will be represented 
at the Chattanooga meeting. 

In rallying to the support of the 
attacked producers, the banking inter- 
ests, according to congress officials, 
have shown they appreciate that the 
welfare of the south is linked with 
the prosperity of southern farmers. It 
is pointed out that concerted effort 
is being made in Washington by pow- 
erful] organized, selfish commercial jn- 
terests that are purchasers of the 
south’s raw products to destroy pres- 
ent schedules of principal products of 
the south. The meeting is to plan a 
defense and solicit sympathy and sen- 
timent of southern industry. 

The bankers, according to a letter 
from Robert E. Wait, of Little Rock, 
president of the Arkansas Bankers as- 
sociation, is more capable of quickly 
grasping the significance of sudden de- 
flation in prices and to visualize panic 
that would follow if the hopes anda 
aspiration of powerful interests an- 
tagonistic to the farmers succeed in 
carrying out their program. Mr. 
Wait has advised the congress offi- 
cials that he has appointed a strong 
delegation of Arkansas bankers to at- 
tend the meeting.
